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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1,3-5,30 and 32-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 stipulates the sample contains "an indicating" agent that is necessary for 
the operation of the device. It appears Applicants are claiming the sample as part of the 
device. Additionally, it is not clear how the protective coating is placed over the 
indicating agent and complement such that the sample can still react. Is the coating 
selectively permeable to the indicating reagent? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1,3-5,30 and 32-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Tomita et al. 

See the appropriate paragraph of the 6/22/07 Office action for the teachings of 
Tomita et al. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/26/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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Applicants' describe the coating as being permeable to the indicating agent. If 
such limitations were added in a timely manner, it would clarify this 35 USC 112 second 
paragraph issue. 

Applicants' state Tomita et al. fail to teach the claimed "indicating agent" 
operatively associated with the substance in the sample. The Office has read the 
claimed "operatively associated" as meaning any type of associated that would vary 
from a split second to a permanently bound. The claim language "operatively 
associated" is sufficiently broad to have been properly read on the UV radiation 
penetration the cover and association with the various "indicating agents" beneath the 
cover. Clarification could possibly be achieved if timely amendments were to specify a 
specific concentration range of the agent with the sample or binding of the agent with 
the sample prior to substrate exposure.
